A QUESTION OF MAJORITY. 

The revelations now in progress at Ottawa 
regarding the boodling transactions of cer- 
tain members of the government, officials 
and contractors are simply astounding to the 
majority of the electors of the country, who 
have for years and years and for election 
after election rested secure in the comfort- 
able belief that whatever else might become 
of the money paid intaxes, atall events it 
Was not stolen by the servants of the people, 
whether high or low. It is now plain that 
large amounts were stolen, and what was 
even worse a great deal of the money was 
used to further corrupt the public service 
and to carry the elections that hitherto were 
supposed to have been carried by the influ- 
ence of the old flag, the old leader and the 
old policy. 

All willagree that this boodling business 
is a bad business in every way for the honest 
men of the country, who form the large 
majority ofthe people and whose toil with 
hand or brain supplied the money which 
was distributed in boo¢le. It is a wood thing 
that it has been found out if the parties 
concerned are brought to justice, This will 
mean & saving of many thousands of dollars 
of the tax payers’ money, it will mean in- 
creased efficiency in the public service 
and greater freedom in the expression of 
what is actually public opinion at elections. 
The question is naturally asked how was it 
that matters were allowed to run in such an 
unprofitable groove for so long and 
how is it that only now is this carnival of 
corruption being brought to an end? This 
is a free country, in which the people govern. 
How was it that they allowed 
themselves to be so unmercifully fleeced for 
sOmany years? The reason was that ever since 
1878 the people reposed so much confidence 
in the government—gave it such a large 
majority—that the opposition was too weak 
to force the opening of these questions. At 
the recent elections the opposition was con- 
siderably strengthened and the government 
corresponingly weakened. Consequently the 
opposition was in a position to force the 
government to take notice of the abuses 
wich had grown outof too long and undis- 
turbed a lease of whatamounted to absolute 
power. » 

Right here is u point worthy the attention 
of every intelligent elector, At every elec: 
tion it is urged on behalf of the government 
candidate that whatever he may lack, or 
whatever his opponent may have in the way 
( ability or fitness for the position, the mere 
fact that he is the candidate of the party in 
power-the party which controls the public 
purse—proves that he must necessarily be 
able todo more for his constituents and for 
his country if clected than his opponent, who 
being in opposition would necessarily have 
no control over, and would receive no assis- 
tance from, those who had the power to do'yood 
or harm to the country or the constituency 
Such doctrine is utterly false and pernicious, 
tendsng to destroy the usefulness of repre- 
sentative institutions and making popu- 
lar government a farce. Without going into 
a long argument to prove thatthis isthe case 
it need only be pointed out that had the num. 
ber of opposition members not been increas- 
ed atthe last election the reign of corrup 
tion at Ottawa would have continued un- 
broken. To the opposition is due the credit 
of bringing this beodling system to an end, 
and therefore to each single momber of the 
Opposition is due greater credit than to any 
single supporter of the government whose 
business a a supporter necessarily was to 
justify or cloak all wrong doing on its part 
The respective usefulness of a supporter of 
the government and of the opposition varies 
with the occasion, and of the exigencies of 
eaeh particular Cocasion cach elector should 
be his own judge.

THE OTTAWA SCANDALS. 


Sir Hector Langevin has become tired of 
being made the scapegoat for the sins of the 
late administration. In a recent article his 
organ Le Canada practically acknowledges 
the charges of corruption against his depart- 
ment but charges that other departments 
are still worse. The editorial says—‘Nepot- 
ism, favoritism, malversation, speculation, 
injustice—and they are the order of the day! 
The chief engineer of the department of 
public works has just succumbed, and yet 
that department is comparatively a model of 
a¢ministration. Let us look around, let us 
cast a scrutinizing eye on those departments 
whese political leaders owe their advance- 
ment to petticoat influence or other unmen- 
tionable means. There we find offictalism 
installed deep rooted with all its evironments 
It is master of the situation. The frightful 


‘results of its reign are cruelly felt among 


those who are not its favorites. It leaves 
everywhere it hideous traces; it reigns hy 
corruption, it lives for pillage, it delights in 
injustice, despotism and imbecility. That is 
what rules certain ministers at Ottawa. 
That is the cursed§ system which takes root 
in the offices of state, thanks to certain in- 
capable ministers unable to sce whatis patent 
to every one. We still have ‘‘percentage 
bloodhounds,” It is chat Organization on 
another footing but acy corrupt and 
equally deep rooteed. They attach themsel- 
ves to their victims with the tenacity and 
courage of the wild beast. They begin by 
borrowing, then propose a division of the 
profits, and in the end threaten with brazen 
effrontery if the former means are not suc- 
cessful. We write these lines in the greatest 
sang froid and knowing perfectly the weight 
and gravity of these accusations. We con- 
fine ourselves today to generalities; later 
we will enter to details.” 


Perley, chief engineer of the public works 
department has resigned—by request. In 
1887, afterthe work on the Quebec graving 
dock had been completed, on which, Larkia, 
Connolley & Co. had made so much money 
and divided up 80 liberally, in consideration 
of Mr. Perley’s valuable assistance in this 
work of grace, Mr. Murphy visited his 
house and insisted on his accepting a small 
token of appreciation, Perley was virtuous- 
ly indignant—but kept the present, the same 
being plate and jewellry of the value of $1885. 
He afterwards asked Murphy for the bill and 
got it. He was astounded at it but repaid the 
amount to Michael Connolly. The repay- 
ment was in the shape of an I. O. U. due on 
August 8lst next. Unfortunately for Mr. 
Perley he did not give the I 0. U. until ten 
months after getting the bill and long after 
the Tarte charges had been made, while it 
only became due after he and all concerned 
ao doubt fully expected that the matter 
would have blown over, as 80 many like 
matters had blown over before. But the 
pitcher went to the well once too often. 


Burgess, deputy minister of interior has 
resigned—by request. The immediate cause 
was the coming out of the fact that some 
months ago he ordered thata $100cheque due 
ajcertain clerk in his department for overtime 
work be paid by a cheque for $200, the 
understanding being that the clerk should 
pay the extra $100 to Burgess.

TRACKLAYING. 


A LARGE number of the citizens went out 
on Thursday and Friday to see the a 
of tracklaying on the railway. he two 
boarding cars—-huge three story buildings 
on wheels, in which the tracklaying gang eat 
and sleep—with several flat cars loaded with 
rails, others with ties and another with join 
ing or ‘'fish” plates, bolts and nuts, form a 
train which is shoved by the engine as near 
the end of the finished track as may be. 
Five or six teams load up the ties one after 
the other and haul them along the dump to 
be distributed in their proper places. Two 
men unload each wagon as it cones up, while 
others lay the ties in their places as quickly 
as nay be, about sixteen men being employ- 
erin the work. While the ties have been in 
process of handling the tracklayers have 
been loading a heavy hand car with rails. A 
horse attached to the car by a long rope 
hauls it along tothe end of the last pair of 
rails. Two parties of men thon seize a rail 
froin each side of the car and drop themin 
their plaees on theties. While this operation 
is being repeated by two other parties one 
man with an iron measure adjusts the rails 
tothe proper distance apart and the horse 
pulls the car forward on the loosely laid rails. 
As the car passes the joining plates, bolts 
and nuts are taken off and put in place by 
five pairs of men, joining the rails firmly 
together end to end. As fast as the rails are 
joined together they are lined and adjusted; 
and following closely come ten pairs of 
spikers who drive two pairs of spikes into 
each tie, holding the rails firmly in place. 
As fast as the rails on the hand car are un- 
loaded the horse hauls it back to the flat cars 
for a new load, aud the operation is repeated. 
There are thus four separate gangs of meu 
working to keep ahead of or catch up to each 
other. The tie men must keep out of the 
way of those who handle the rails. They 
must not be caught by ube men putting in 
the bolts and they must keep out of the way 
of the spikers. Everything moves like clock 
work and the motion is rapid; as it must be 
to securely lay two miles of rails in a day. 
There are about sixty to seventy-five men 
employed in the several operations of track- 
laying

He advised the uivetl- 
ing to stamp it down. 

C. F. Strang said that several of the pro 
perty holders meutioned by the previous 
speaker as being against incorporation would 
not be included in the towu in any case.

Wood that it was desirable to haye the 
boundaries of the proposed town detined be- 
tore the advisability of incorporation be dis- 
cussed, 80 that people could know what they 
were voting for and who had a right to vote.
